In a news article today the Regis 
ter presents as fully and' fairly as 
possible at this time the facts con­ 
cerning the school board fight

has developed as a campaign issue. 
litis is not done with any desire 
or intention of stirring things up or 
creating* news 
values. 
Things are 
and were already stirred up and the 
news values are and were 
already 
created. The fight is on, lively and 
determined, and the issue is one in 
which every man, woman and child 
in the city is interested and con­ 
cerned. 
In such situation it is the duty as 
well as the prerogative of the Regis­ 
ter to present the facts, show 
the 
meaning, search out the spirit 
and 
point the trend of the movement. 
In no other way can the people be 
enabled to vote intelligently and fair­ 
ly. If those who are opposed to Su­ 
perintendent 
Cranston 
and 
some 
members of the present school board 
can convince the voters that their op­ 
position is soundly constructive, they 
can and will prevail at the polls. If, 
on the other hand, it shall appear that 
the opposition is not in fact as well 
as in spirit based upon a desire to 
serve the best educational interests 
of the city in a broad-minded 
and 
thoroughly democratic manner, that 
fact should be brought out and the 
movement should and will fail. 
The duty of this paper in the prem­ 
ises is to prevent a misunderstand­ 
ing of the issue or its determination 
upon anything other or less than its 
merits. 
While the Register has no disposi­ 
tion to defend Superintendent Crans­ 
ton or his supporters on the Board 
of Education, it does desire to give 
them a square deal, and for that rea­ 
son it has thus far refrained 
from 
presenting the issue, lest it become a 
party to the creation of the issue or 
serve the purpose of crystallizing pub­ 
lic sentiment around a nebulous is­ 
sue. But within the past few days the 
opposition to Cranston and the Crans­ 
ton element of the Board of Educa­ 
tion has become so formidable 
and 
pronounced that the issue can 
no 
longer be regarded as either nebulous 
or tentative. Neither is it secondary, 
relative, auxiliary or supplementary. 
It is the main issue. 
The duty of the voters is to face 
it fairly and squarely, 
examine 
it 
carefully and decide it on its merits. 
It should be understood, of course— 
and this fact is fully brought out in 
our news article—that the opposition 
to Superintendent Cranston does not 
in the slightest degree reflect adverse­ 
ly upon his character or reputation 
as a man; nor does it necessarily dis­ 
parage him as an educator. It is sim- j 
ply that quite a large number of peo-1 
pie don’t like his way of superintend­ 
ing the schools. One objects to this, 
another to that and others to some­ 
thing else.

A FACT—NOT A THEORY. 


Many people seem to regard the 
.League of Nations question as pure­ 
ly theoretical. They think of a con­ 
cert or combination of powers as a 
future possibility, which we can take 
or leave as we please. 
As a matter of fact, it is the most 
practical and immediate question in 
the world. It is literally “a condition 
and not a theory that confronts us." 
We have a concert of nations. We 
have an international combination or 
federation. We have, if you please, a 
League of Nations. 
We had to or­ 
ganize one to win ths war. 
It was 
in existence before the United States 
entered the war, and we strengthened 
it to make it a fit instrument of vic­ 
tory. 
The Allies have been and are a 
League of Nations. 
They are more 
than that—they are THE League of 
Nations. This League has been work 
ing while people talked. 
It is 
still 
working. It is engaged today, through 
its representatives at Paris, in mak­ 
ing peace with the Germanic powers 
and re-writing international law. And 
incidentally it is preparing for 
the 
continuation of its work by giving it­ 
self a formal constitution and a new 
name, and modifying its powers some­ 
what, according to its judgment of the 
probable requirements of peace. 
It is not a question, therefore, 
whether we shall form a League. It 
is first of all a question whether or 
not we shall unscramble the League 
we have- 
Do the American people want this 
present 
league unscrambled, 
after 
some sort of peace has been patched 
up with Germany, Austria, Bulgaria 
and Turkey? They do not. They want 
the powers that won the war to stay 
on the job and keep the war won by 
enforcing all the peace terms and giv­ 
ing the new, free nations a fair chance 
to live. 
The only real question then, is as 
to the precise form that this present 
league shall take. And there is prob­ 
ably less choice in that than most 
people have supposed. 
If we w’ere building a league out of 
thin air, to start in the indefinite fu­ 
ture, we could build all sorts of im­ 
pressionistic structures. 
But here is 
a hard fact to deal with. The states­ 
men are limited by the necessity of 
fitting a constitution to this organ­ 
ization that is already running, and 
to make it fit so well that there will 
be no pause nor break, but the one 
reglue will merge easily and instant­ 
ly into the other, carrying on 
and 
fulfilling its task. 
If all those who speak and 
wTite 
about the League, pro and con, would 
recognize this fact, a great deal of 
confusion 
and 
misunderstanding 
would be avoided.

When the field 
plants have arrived at an 
age 
of 
about fifteen years, they, like their 
cousin the “century plant” 
of 
our 
gardens, send up in the last season 
of their life the central stalk or pole 
on which grow something like one 
thousand little plants. 
These resem­ 
ble onion sets, and have only to be 
set in moist earth to grow into large 
plants. 
They are gathered and sold 
to those who desire to enter the busi­ 
ness of planting henequen, at prices 
ranging from six to twenty pesos per 
thousand. 
The revenue from these 
sales is, of course, all profit, just as 
the sale of corn tassels—if there were 
a market for them,—would be—just 
like getting “money from home,” so 
to speak. Of course, the sale is lim­ 
ited, but just at present there are a 
good many entering the business and 
the house of Peiro is reaping its re­ 
ward as pioneers of the henequen in­ 
dustry on this coast. 
The Henequen Plant 
The henequen plant requires four 
or five years after setting in the field 
before cutting the leaves, which may 
then be harvested every 
year 
for 
nine or ten years, when 
the 
plant 
shoots up Its central stalk with its 
crown of young plants, and dies, and 
then plantation must be renewed. 
Thus it will be seen that 
fifteen 
years is required to complete its life 
cycle from birth to 
death, 
during 
which time it yields from twelve to 
fifteen pounds of sisal fiber used for 
making rope, binder twine, bags, etc. 
Thus from a small experimental plot 
set thirty years since, has sprung a 
profitable industry which promises to 
expand until it becomes one of the 
chief products of the "West Coast.” 
Mr. Peiro not bely introduced a 
business which is proving the most 
prosperous of any in which his house 
is engaged, but he became the father 
of the henequen industry in this part 
of Mexico. 
Henequen plants are propagated in 
two ways, either from “hijos” which 
sprout up from the roots occasionally 
or from the “quijote” or 
"balluza” 
which are produced on the central 
stalk during the last season of the 
life of the plant. 
« 
The plants when set in the nursery 
take root and grow in from one to 
two years to a size sufficiently large 
to plant in the field. They are set at 
different distances, from four by ten 
feet to six by ten, probably

After the violation of the 
Treaty of Limerick by the British in 
1690 a million acres of land was taken 
from the Irish and confiscated. 
In 
confiscation we have the origin of the 
present English landlords 
to 
whom 
the Irish continue to pay tithes for 
the right of tilling their native soil. To­ 
day Ireland’s great ports show none 
of their former splendor. Once a great 
manufacturing and shipping country, 
Ireland is today almost wholly agricul­ 
tural. 
Concerning the destruction of Irish 
commerce by England the Encyclo­ 
pedia Americana says: 
“The 
com­ 
merce of Ireland today is not at all 
proportional to her natural capabili­ 
ties and admirable facilities afforded 
by her excellent harbors 
The laws 


of self determination of nations Is ad­ 
vanced and to refuse Ireland consider­ 
ation and representation at that con­ 
ference. In recent elections In Ireland, 
irish Republican meetings were pro­ 
hibited, all Irish Republican propagan­ 
da was suppressed and the Irish Re­ 
publican leaders were imprisoned.

The eight Bible Students aforementioned, followers of the Into 
Pastor Russell, were indicted and convicted last June on four counts, 
two of which charged “willful and intentional violation” of the Espion­ 
age Act, and the other two charging a “conspiracy’’ to violate the 
same. 
It appears that no willful intent was proven at the trial, the 
court record indicating that the Government Counsel admitted that 
he could point to “no vindictive spirit” against the Government exist­ 
ing in the minds of any of the defendants. 
In fact. 
Judge 
Howe, 
while pronouncing the sentence of twenty years’ imprisonment upon 
these Bible Students, indicated his belief in the sincerity of the men. 
in these terms: “A person preaching religion usually has much Influ­ 
ence. and if he is SINCERE he is all the more effective. This aggravate# 
rather than mitigates the wrong that they have done. Therefore, se 
the only prudent thing to do with such persons, the Court Arna, con­ 
cluded that the punishment should be severe.” 


From this it is observed that the men’s sincerity ta

which has caused the severity of the sentence! 
Since when boa 
SINCERITY become a crime? 
Had these religious men been Insin­ 
cere, would they have received a lighter sentence? 
Even now mony 
Socialists and others convicted under the same Espionage Act, ere 
being released from jail; yet these sincere Bible Students ere kept 
behind prison walls. 


It is not the purpose of this article to discuss the religion of thee# 
Bible Students. It may be all wrong. 
On the other hand. It may be 
nearer correct than many of our “orthodox" 
creeds 
which 
were 
formed in the dark ages when our forefathers were burning one an­ 
other at the stake. 
But this is beside the isnuet 
The question ie. 
Shall these men continue to be punished for having sincerely preached 
the tenets of their religion, which they sincerely believed to be 
the truth, now that the war is over? 
What good purpose ti being 
served in keeping them behind prison walla, away from Bteif families. 
away from their friends, and away from the great religious work to 
which they have consistently devoted their lives? We know aff none. 


The first amendment to the Constitution of the United State# 
guarantees religious liberty, as well as freedom of speech and of the 
press. 
Whatever justification we may have thought we had in im­ 
prisoning such persons in times of war would certainly not hold good 
in times of peace. The war hat ended. 
We are not going to wreak 
vengeance even upon the foe we have defeated. Why should we wish 
to wreak vengeance upon those of our own household, who did no 
more than exercise freedom of efeech in all sincerity? Give the Bible 
Students a square deal.
